Vanoouvor Islaud, perhaps wo wonld 
be justified in saying Briiish Colambio, 
cannot bo regarded fts an ogrioDllural 
coantry, in the broader sense of the 
term. By this we do not mean to deny 
that It possoBsea mach fertile land and 
a oHmate eminently adapted to agrioal- 
tnral prodnoHon, But what we maan 
to say ia this, that taking tbe relative 
area of ooUivablo and non-cultivablo 
land and taking the contiguity and re- 
lations of the former to the aeaporlp, it 
19 warrantable to oonolade ibat British 
Colombia will not become a large expor- 
ter ot agrioaliural prodactiouH. In ottior 
words, she will never owe h^r greatness 
and her woolih to the outflow of bor 
snperabnndant agricaltural produolions. 
That she will be enabled to supply her 
oeighbors with certain articles is not to 
be doubted. If we tnrn to Btcok-farm- 
ing it will be fonnd that this Colony 
has no rival anywhere. Apropos of 
tbls branch of our bubject, it may be ro- 
marked thai a genlloman ot many yeiirs' 
experience in Culifuruia and elee- 
where, possessiDg a thoroagbly 
practical knowledge of the sabjeot, 
has just returned from tho country 
watered by Niohola Lake, whore ho 
has Boloctod hcmesteads for himself and 
friende. This gentleman tells us— and 
it is really nothing tow— that fn no part 
of the world has he seen nnboased stock, 
or, Indeed, the most tenderly oared — for 
stock, looking so well as in British Col- 
ambia. Ho Ba\i Ihousundn of herds of 
the finest cattle, looking fat and sleek in 
March, after having foraged throngh 
tho winter lor their food and never 
bBTiog come under shelter other than 
that provided by nature. To some this 
may appear extreme. But wo know that 
ll is not so.Tho abundaui and eingaiariy 
nutriiiooBgraBsesof ibo interior kof pcatile 
rolling fttt all tho year round; aod it is 
notunvsorihy of remark that the moat 
of animalrt raised upnu these grassth 
possesses proporiies eminently favorable 
to cm ing. It is ttafertod by com(ieteui 
judges thai the cured b'Jef of the inte- 
rior ia superior to tbao of any other 
country. Under oonditiooa so highly 
luvorubio and with tbe ten per ceni. 
protection of the Oanadian Castom- 
Tariff thrown around that branch ol 
iD(iu!(tr;-, there would appear to bo 
Utile doubt that ut no diHUmt day tliin 
Colony will becomo pre-cnoinent for iis 
beef and will be a large exporter of the 
eamo. Nor is it uurottsonable to cou- 
olqde that sbo will also become a large 
exporter of da«ry prodnoe. But, to re- 
vert to the proposition wi'.h which wo 
Bol out, iu 80 fur a-* tbo-e aracles are 
coocernod which fell strictly under the 
heud ol ngruuitoral prodnciion, we do 
not incliueto ihe opinion that firituh Col- 
umbia will ever become a large exporter; 
for whilf, Eist o. the Cuseude Haog( , 
there If, doubilu-F, a very largo ai ou ol 
fertile land, lor tbe must purt ready lor 
tho plough, Biill it must bo proseni to 
tho roadtr'9 reflection that the oast of 
moving the produce of that section ol 
oonolry to ibe seaboard, the only appar. 
ent outlet for r, would, under ttio most 
favorublo oircuni-tunce-^ and with tho 
most advanced moden of inuiBport, bo u 
heiivy laxupof the toil of i-tie husbund- 
man. If, however, we were asked 
whether British Columbia is an ngri 
eultaral country In the more rostrioted 
Bsn-e which implies homo supply, wo 
should feel bound lo return a dilfuruui 
aoHwor. TakioK the C 'lony uh a whole, 
wo are led lo believe that it baa wiihin 
iisolf the capacity to supply tho want^ 
ot its owu people, oven when ihey sh.iil 
bo numbered by the tnil.ions of U,e 
fatare. By this it is no'< to bo under- 
Biood that foreign food will absolutely 
ouaso 10 bo eaten. Tnoro ore gi^ngraphi- 
cal and commercial reasons wli oh will 
always forbid such a condi'ion. The 
eeaboaid communities w II always con- 
sume more or less foreign produce ; 
but, taking the whole colony into uc- 
coujt, it is presumable that, af.er ibo 
lapHO of a lew yeure, we shall not iin' 
port more ibun wo export,Bnd ahull tlips 
bo enabled to mbintain somottring like 
on even balance as a solf-leediiigcoun'ry. 
It by no moans follows tnai hecauso 
BriMsh Columbia ounnoi claim to be an 
Bgriouliurul country in the larger eonhp, 
it does n'>l, therefore, prohenl a lompt- 
litg field foi- ihe iirohiablo pursuit ol 
tbut industry which undorlieii all assured 
prosperity, wbiob Is at once the most 
bealiht'ul and indepeiidcot of all indns- 
trioP. Indeed, it may bo questioned 
whether the very opposiio conoilion does 
nut in roaliiy proaoni iisolf ia this Colo- 
ny wiiethor a malbomutical disKibuiion 

of roRuurei-fl and a wise apportionment 
of cupacry do not combi'ie to produce a 
condition which renders British Columbia 
a more prcfiioble hidd for the ugricul- 
turiHt than could be tho ci\ho were it 
000 unbroken sweep of loriilo prairie 
Its resources areas varied as ihoy are 
abondant. Jugl thick of Us aoa-food, 
fishing-grouuds that are capable of feed - 
ing una oilmg one third ol Christendom. 
Look al itH niiuerul deposits ; its coal- 
Btores buloro vvliieb the oominorco of 
all nations must come and kneel, wuich, 
in mttuuluciuio', must niuko Vanccuvcr 
Island the JSugland of the Paci- 
fic. Jjook at Ub huge mountains 
and caverns of the inoro desired 
miDoralB ; Its inexbuustiblo fore>ts ol 
maichlebs tiiubor ; and ihon see how all 
theso vast and divnrBu rosoarces react 
Iho ono upon the otho» so as 10 produce a 
combiiiat.on of oolleollve wellbelna sucb 
aa few coudirles are capable ot Under 
these clrcum»ianco8, what is our true 
flaoal policy ? BhaL wo. by building up 
H nrall 0^ proteoilOD, fores ladMtry iutu 



an unnataral channel or unduly, Into one 
ohftnnoj, and thereby starve or'pnrajyKe 
alfotber^t l^be'truo policy fo^ Yandoa. 
.yer'i^Bljipd is free trade, cheap living, 
cheap labor,lBrge communities and large 
manufaoiures. To attempt to loroo 
ogriculluro beyond its natural gait and 
proportions will be to dwarf and sicken 
other bronchos of industry which con-; 
stitntea combined interest greater tbaU 
agriculture can justly claim to be on this 
leland. Wo may be told that free trade 
is beyond our roach. There was a 
time when it was not ; hat tho people 
foolishly, as wo think, throw it away. 
But if free trade is beyond oar roach, 
vhiob, however, wo do not admit, the 
next best thing to it is presented for oar 
acoeptanoo. Wo allude to the Canadian 
Tariif, in all probability about to bo ao- 
oompaniod by a llociprocily Treaty with 
the United ytalePt Only let onr people 
bavefree food and a free market, and 
it will bo soon bow resonrco<4 now 
dormant, because bound by an unwise 
protection, will spring into active 
life and proQtabie development. Nor 
will tbe agrioultorist be tbe last to real> 
ize the beneficial influence ot liberation 
from a mistakon Bystem which has left 
him without a consuming population 
or n cash market. Iti truth, there is 
no class that would bo more bouofitled 
by tbe cbaogo thua that very class which 
blindly olioga to a pseudo-protection. 
Id order to be great Ibia country most 
bo free— to buy in tbe oboapeat market 
and sell in the dearest.

ScsiMAUOUTUj April 29lb, 1871 
Since my last letter -I tiave much ijlcasure 
in Btatiog that the BSttlemeat is still pro^russp 
iDg, altbough not mucli biisinoBd 19 doing, nn 
the miners|haTe nearly all ofirt d up river. But, 
last nigbt lUluirs loukt'd quite lively ugaia m 
the Qrappler ufriveil at tbo entrance about 
baff-past ten with another lot ot abuut e'lty 
pasaeugerii, and shortly altrrwnriJa tbe Oucr's 
lights wore seen off ibe harbor eteoring for 
tbe entrance. Sba anchored about balf^pasi 
twelve, briagiog about twsaly more tor tbo 
Skeena and other placet. 

Tbe reports Irom tbe barge .tfinaie, Capt 
.Uoore, are very uafavorablo. It would appear 
that tbey bad reached a pojitioo up river 60 
miles from bare, the Uanou, when tbe or«w 
or mioersi^sfsing tbe difficulties thex b|»d. |o 
eonieod wit's! oa aocotmt of tbe low stage of 
the water io tbe r.ver. deserted him. Be 
then sent one of his sons back here to fetcb 
Indians to assist tbem in taking tbe boat up, 
but if twenty while men could not do it, iliilo 
bupes must b« ealertained from tho Iridian 
labor. 

Ciipt Moore's ion reports that although great 
fears were auticipate'J for tho siiloiy ot tho 
miners oa account of tbeir inexperience and 
tho uasuitablenesd of many of tho boats und 
canoes used by tbom, they bud allpaiised up 
so tnr as be bad reached without any accident, 
aod it is hoped that all the iirst parties who 
started have, ere this, reached tbe Forks la 
safety.

Qame is plentiful at tbe settlement. Deer 
Is oflTered at $1 to f>l 50, also some fine blue 
grouse are on sale. Several canoes bave eome 
in loaded with large halibut which are sell- 
ing at from 50 to 76 cents each. 

Tbe following information about tho river 
might not bo uninteresting to sume,au il comes 
from a miner, one wbo has bvou over tbo 
route more than ot>ce aod ehould you cooeider 
It worth inierling in your paper, by all means 
do ao : — 

Tho Ice has brok<ta up and the , river Is 
clear. Tho bead of tidal water <s' abotn forty 
miles trom the seltlement. The bead of steam- 
boat navigation, is at Mnmford'i landios. about 
SO.miles from beroj and tba bead of navigation 
for a steamer drawing seven or eight feet is 
about thirty miles from tho above settlement 
or harbor, at tho mouth of tho North branch 
of the Skeena. 

Tho distance for canoe travelling to tbo 
Forks of tho Skuena 13 ono luiiiclred and 
eighty miles. Krum thence on foot to liabliio 
Biity miles.
